REMARKS 

The following remarks are made in response to the Office Action mailed March 15, 
2005. Claims 1-25 were rejected. With this Response, claims 1, 4, 15, 20, and 21 have been 
amended. Claims 1-25 remain pending in the application and are presented for 
reconsideration and allowance. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-25 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicants regard as the invention. 

In particular, the Examiner rejected independent claims 1, 15, 20, and 21 as being 
indefinite. Applicants have accordingly amended independent claims 1, 15, 20, and 21 to 
clarify the claims and more particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which Applicants regard as the invention. In addition, Applicants have amended dependent 
claim 4 to correspond with the amendment to independent claim 1. 

In view of the above, claims 1-25 are believed to be in form for allowance. 
Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that rejections to these claims under 35 U.S.C. § 
112, second paragraph, be reconsidered, and that the rejections be removed and these claims 
be allowed. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, Applicant respectfully submits that pending claims 1-25 are in 
form for allowance and are not taught or suggested by the cited references. Therefore, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections and allowance of claims 1-25 is respectfully 
requested.
